Hedley is what’s wrong with today’s Canadian music industry

The Canadian music 
industry is light years 
behind what it used to be. 

To back up my point, I 
will use this year’s 
Friendship Festival as an 
example. 

At Friday night’s 
Hedley concert, over 
10,000 people attended. 
Yes, they are a massively 
popular band, but I am 
pretty sure a vast majori¬ 


ty were only there 
because there was free 
admission, alcohol being 
served and it was an 
excuse for a night out. 

On the all ages side of 
the concert...it’s a much 
different story as many 
young female fans were 
there because they have a 
fascination with Hedley’s 
lead singer Jacob 
Hoggard. 

That’s what things 
have come to...artists sell 
albums and gain popular¬ 
ity based on much less 
than the quality of the 
music they play. 

But at the same time, 
Hedley is one of those 
Canadian bands who 
probably don’t have to 


worry about a second job 
because of their large fan 
base and are more than 
likely raking in the cash 
much more than I am. 

That’s why I’m frus¬ 
trated. 

In 1994,1 attended one 
of the most memorable 
concerts of my life. And 
guess what? 

It was at the 
Friendship Festival and 
my older cousin Paul was 
my chaperone, consider¬ 
ing I was only 12-years- 
old. 

Every single popular 
Canadian act at the time 
was on the bill. Bands like 
Our Lady Peace, I 
Mother Earth, the Tea 
Party and Moist all per¬ 


formed and those were 
just the last few headlin¬ 
ing acts. I’d feel bad if I 
left out bands like 13 
Engines, the Gandharvas 
and the Watchmen. 

But now, there isn’t 
even close to that many 
Canadian bands making 
names for themselves on 
as big of a scale as they 
were back then. 

This is because the 
average music fan’s taste 
today is extremely 
watered down and they 
will automatically accept 
anything that is thrown at 
them as being the best 
music possibly out there. 

The trouble nowadays, 
is the smaller bands out 
there aren’t making near¬ 


ly as much money as 
other acts in the same 
class as them from 15 
years ago. 

This is because people 
steal music from the 
Internet and don’t pay 
$25 for a compact disc

In no way am I criticiz¬ 
ing the acquisition of 
Hedley for this year’s 
headlining act because it 
was proven that they can 
draw a huge crowd.

If council really needs to 
see a ROI then someone 
should make them aware 
that money is not the only 
way to measure the return 
on something like Bay 

Of course cash will be 
generated by Bay Beach in 
the form of parking and 
leasing revenues but the 
real returns require a more 
open mind to appreciate. 
Increased tourism from an 
untainted beach, free 
entertainment for the 
youth of Fort Erie, and pro¬ 
tecting the biggest and best 
of Fort Erie’s public beach¬ 
es are all returns that sim¬ 
ply cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. 

Finally, can we really say 
that a 12 story building 
right on the beach side of 
Erie Road is a return that

Art has a recipe or two for you

Are you one of those peo¬ 
ple who has been searching 
high and low for a good 
dandelion wine recipe? 
Have you always wondered 
how to make your own 
homemade hair shampoo? 

If you answered ’yes’ to 
either of these two ques¬ 
tions, then a cookbook 
authored by a local season¬ 
al resident is something 
you might want to consider 
picking up. 

"Art's Old Canadian 
Recipe's," by Arthur R. 
Thornton consists of hun¬ 
dreds of recipes in many 
forms such as fish and 
small game, as well as do- 
it-yourself medicines. 

Thornton's family moved 
to Crystal Beach in the 
1930's, where he spent 
most of his life. Many years 
later, he and his wife 


moved to Kenora, ON, to 
operate a remote fly-in 
hunting and fishing camp. 

It was there, he met many 
interesting people from all 
walks of life such as bush- 
men, prospectors and trap¬ 
pers that shared many 
recipes and culinary tricks 
for living in remote areas. 

"I quickly started acquir¬ 
ing a lot of old recipes," 
said Thornton. 

His father was also a pro¬ 
fessional baker and he 
attributes the book's com¬ 
pletion to what he learned 
from him growing up. Not 
only did his father teach 
him many things, but also 
left behind a seaman's 
chest of old-fashioned 
recipes in his home, which 
Art discovered while clean¬ 
ing out his home after both 
his parents had passed. 

"It was just absolutely full 
of old recipes," he said. 

Thornton feels more 


people need to be cautious 
of what they eat and get 
back to a more basic, natu¬ 
ral approach when it comes 
to day-to-day consump¬ 
tion. 

"There's a lot of food out 
there that's really 
unhealthy." he said. 

In the opening pages of 
the cookbook, Thornton's 
work is acknowledged by 
local restaurant owner 
Peter Koutroulakis, who 


says it captures the true 
essence of Canadian cul¬ 
ture in a northern town. 

"Through the simple 
ingredients that are both 
earthy and rustic, the com¬ 
fort foods sooth the mind, 
body and soul,"said 
Koutroulakis, who owns 
the Old Bank Bistro on 
Jarvis Street.
